Had Not Lost Hope. 


His holiness complained of a slight

During the 
day the pope drank a few drops of 
healing waters from the shrine at 
Lourdes, several bottles of which 
were sent to the Vatican by the 
French bishop in whose see Lourdes 
is situated.

Quief >t Vatican. 


Throughout the day the precincts of 


the Vatican were comparatively quiet, 
and the immediate vicinity of the sick 
room showed none of the evidences of 
agitation and alarm so apparent re- 
cently. In marked contrast to pre- 
vious days, the patient was kept in al- 
most absolute seclusion", only one per- 
son besides the physicians in imme- 
diate attendance gaining admission. 
This one was Mgr. Pifferi, the pope's 
confessor. Others came to the ante- 
chamber, Including Cardinals Satolli 
and Seraflno Vannutelli, but they did 
-not press for admission to the sick 
room, knowing of the doctors' earnest 
wish tp afford the patient opportunity

Mob Follows Wagon. 


TPhe second fight occurred when the 


police were escorting a wagon load of 
freight to the warehouse of the Ter- 
minal Transfer company at Ogden 
avenue and Twelfth street. A mob 
fully 3,000 strong followed this wagon, 
and, although the police were outnum- 
bered 100 to 1, they took the wagon 
safely to depot. The climax came at 
Congress street and Ogden avenue, 
where a private watchman, who had 
no particular call to mix In the trou- 
ble on either side, fired at one of the 
mob. 
The shot went wild, but It in- 


flamed the mob to the highest degree, 
and with shouts and yells they 
charged on the police. The latter 
were waiting for the crowd and when 
it arrived the officers went at it with 
fists and clubs. The patrolmen were 
greatly outnumbered, but they fought 
well together. Fully a dozen men with 
broken heads were left lying In the 
street, where they had been knocked 
by the clubs of the officers. About 20 
arrests were made during the day.

former Governor William O. Bradley, 
who is not an announced candidate, 
after Colonel Morris B. Belknap had, 
on a tes>t vote for temporary chair- 
man, apparently shown that he* could 
win hands down on the first ballot. 


There were three candidates for 


governor. Colonel Morris B. Belknap, 
a 
Louisville wholesale merchant; 


Hon. Augustus E. Willson, a Louis- 
ville man, and Attorney General Clif- 
ton J. Pratt, the only man on the Tay- 
lor ticket in 1899 to secure his office 
after a bitter legal contest. 


Belknap Forces Won. 


Chairman Baraett announced that 


the state central committee would 
waive Its right to arbitrarily name the 
temporary chairman, and called for 
nominations. Major William C. Owen?, 
was named by the Belknap forces, 
while Charles Blanforcl received a 
large part of tho combined strength of 
tho Willson and Pratt forces.

result was a vote of 1,571 to C75 in 
favor of Owens This vote cast in the 
contest for governor would enable 
Belknap to win even should he loso 
the contested Louisville delegation of 
249 votes.

Bradley Offers Resolution.

Immediately after the committee* 


were announced 
former Governor 


Bradley took the floor and offered the 
following resolution: "Resolved, that 
we, the Republicans of Kentucky, ex- 
press our heartfelt approval and admi- 
ration of the administration of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, and that we heartily 
indorse him for the Republican nom- 
ination for president In 1904." 


The resolution was read by Gover- 


nor Bradley without having first ob- 
tained consent, but it was unanimous- 
ly adopted by a rising vote, every del- 
egate springing to his feet and cheer- 
ing. 


Immediately afterward Mr. Bradley 


was given a tremendous ovation. After 
five minutes' uninterrupted cheering 
he consented to "take the s'.nsjrr and 
speak. The speech was powerful, «OT 
there immediately began what threat- 
ened to become a stampede to Brad- 
ley. Hundreds of delegates gathered 
about Bradley and admonished him 
that he was the man who moat nearly 
resembled the picture he had himself 
drawn. If Bradley had been placed ia 
nomination then 
hi* would have re- 


ceived an almost unanimous vote, on 
tho assumption that his nomination 
would wipe out any bitterness caused 
by the Louisville contest in delega- 
tions. Mr. Bradley has been support- 
ing Hon. A. E. Willsjn. who is con- 
testing the entire Louisville delega- 
tion, to whom credentials weie Riven 
by tho men at the head of the local 
party machinery.

Clure entered the military service on 
the twentieth day of April 1861, be- 
ing mustered in Co. A, 16 O. V. I., 
under the three months call of Presi- 
dent Lincoln. Mustered out with his 
company August 18th, 1861. 


On August 5th, 1862, no entered the 


service for three years in Co. I, 97th 
O. V. I., in which regiment he served 
until the close of the war and 
was 


mustered out at 
Nashville, Tenn., 


June 10th, 1865. He was 
promoted 


from sergeant to first sergeant 
De- 


cember 31st, 1862; promoted to sec 
ond lieutenant to date from Decem- 
ber 27th, 1862; to first lieutenant Co. 
K, October 12th, 1864. 


Lieutenant McCli\re died July '8th, 


1903, 
his death being ^directly attrib- 


utable to a second stroke of paralysis 
the first attack occurring some four 
years prior to his death. After this 
first attack he was practically disabl- 
ed from engaging actively in business 
and much of the time confined to his 
residence. 


Lieutenant McClure's military 'ser- 


vice began in West Virginia where 
he took part in on& of the first en- 
gagements of the war, the battle of 
Phillippi, and in pursuit of the 
re- 


treating Confederate army of General 
Garnet, who was killed at Garrick's 
Ford, until it was driven out of West 
Virginia. 
He served with distinction 


in every position assigned 
to him, 


from that of a private soldier to a 
commissioned officer, colsing his ser- 
vice as acting captain of the company 
in which he held only a first lieu- 
tenant's commisson. 


After the war he engaged success- 


fully in business, accumulating means 
whereby he secured for himself and 
his family an elegant home on Main 
street, this city. 


He was at all times faithful and 


reliable, just and generous, with an 
unsurpassed courage to meet dangers 
and disasters, and an tmequaled for- 
titude to sustain hardships and dif- 
ficulties. 
He withheld no efforts to 


promote the welfare and happiness of 
his comrades and friends. 


He has answered the last roll call 


and in recognition of his honorable 
service to his country and the loss of 
comradeship by our organization as 
members of "The First Call Troops", 
we desire to express our high appre- 
ciation of the patriotic life and servi- 
ces of our deceased comrade and to 
tender our deep, heartfelt sympathy 
to the widow and children who sur- 
vive him, and make known to them 
this expression of regard for his loyal, 
faithful and patriotic servcos to his 
country in the great War of the Re- 
bellion, and the esteem in which they 
cherish his memory as a member and 
comrade of Lincoln's First Call Troops 
in the war of Ib61.

Later he became 


drowsy and during the afternoon had 
some sleep. 


Doctors Almost Exhausted. 


The doctors are well nigh exhausted 


with their unceasing cares. Dr. Lap- 
poni in particular spends his entire 
nights as well as days in the sick 
room. Just before midnight his wife, 
wishing to see him, went to the Vati- 
can. She was taken to a corridor near 
the sick room, where she saw her 
husband for a few minutes. An im- 
portant case now before the British 
consular court in Rome requires the 
presence of Dr. Lapponi, but this Is 
Impossible because of the pope's con- 
dition and also because the Vatican 
affords extra territorial privileges to 
all within its precincts. 


The total number of dispatches In- 


quiring about the pope's health re- 
ceived at the Vatican reached 26,000, 
Including some long cables from half 
around the world. The total cost of 
these telegrams is estimated at $36,- 
000. 
This enormous deluge taxes to 


the utmost the resources of the Vati- 
can administration. 
A large force of 


priests and seminarians is temporar- 
ily aiding the officials in making re- 
sponses, which bear the signature of 
Cardinal Rampolla. 


Gibbons Will Tarry 'In Paris. 


Paris, July 16.—The Figaro's Rome 


correspondent says Cardinal Gibbons 
will not come to Rome direct, as cus- 
tom forbids that cardinals coming to 
a conclave enter the city before the j 
pope's death. Cardinal Gibbons, on j 
landing at Havre, will proceed to Par- 
is, where he will await adr*ces from 
Rome.
